An.opinion was tiven Tuesday by 
Attorney- General William Shepard 
Bryan. Ir, Wbich if it holds, will rov- 
olutionize the selection ot candidates 
for office in both the Democratic aud 
Republican parties next fall through- 
out Maryland. 

Mr. Bryan ia of the belief that the 
Primary Election law of 1906, now in 
force in the city, applies with equal 
force to every county in the State. This 
would mean that every nomination for 
an elective office inthe counties this 
fall will have to be made precisely in 
the way they are made, under the law, 
in the city. It means that the Demo. 
cratic and Republican organizations 
in sach county would have the control 
ot the primaries taken away from them 
and that they will have to agree upon 
a date for the holding of regular prim- 
aries under the law. It further means 
that these primaries would have to be 

conducted by the Supervisers of Elec- 


It would mean the establiehment of 
the better elements which both parties 
have been fighting for years—loga- 
lized primaries for the whole State. 

If Mr. Bryan's view of tte law is 
correct it meausthat the Legislatures 
of 1904 and 1906 ‘‘ builded better than 
they knew,” and that all those who 
have advocated a Primary law for the 
State have to do now is to fight to re- 
tain what they have. 


Speaks With Reserve. 

So far reaching aud important 
would be the effect of the application 
of the law to the whole State that 
Mr. Bryan in rendering his opinion, 
speaks with a certain amount of re- 


ora of Elections to comply with the 
law. The auestion could thus bè 
taken into court and a judicial con- 
atraction obtained. Certainly it seems 
‘to me that if both the letter and the 
intent of the law are considered, as 
the Jaw stands now and as it was re: 
enacted in 1904; it ‘clearly applies to 
the whole State. While I give this 
as my own opinion, it is impossible to 
say what the court will decide in the 
last analysis, as it is a question as 
to what the Legislature meant. The 
matter ought to be judioially determ- 
ined, but I do not zee how there can 
be any esoape from tae conclusion 
that the law applies to the whole 
State. 
Course Of Legislation. 

Mr. Bryan explained that the Pri- 
mary Election law was originally fo- 
troduced in the Legislature in 1904. 


It was drawn as a State law covering |. 


all the counties the words ‘‘ofty and 
counties’ and ‘‘boards of sapervisors”’ 
being used throughout. Before the 
bill passed, however, a final section 
was added whereby every one of the 
counties of the State was exempted 
from the provisions of the law. This 
made the law applicable only to Bal- 
timore city, At that time the law 
waa feally an amendment of the Gen- 
eral Election law of the State by add - 
ing three new sections—152, 153 and 
154 of Chapter 69. 


Excepting Sections Omitted. 

In 1904 the Legislature rupealed and 
re-enacted Sections 152 and 153 with 
certain changes. Is repealed and re- 
enacted in 1904 those two sections, 
Mr. Bryan says, undonbtedly apply to | 
the whole State. The words ‘‘city 
and counties“ are used throughout 
aod the whole wording and intent of 
the sections plainly is to cover borh 
‘‘city and counties ' |

The Act Of 1904. 

Again in 1906 the Legislatore re- 
pealed and re-enacted Section 154 of 
the original law so as-to exempt from 
ita provisions the selection of dele- 
gates tothe State and national con- 
veutions or Congressional candidates 
in districta composed partly of count - 
ies and partly of city wards. This 
section was repealod and re-enacted 
but the part of the law exempting the 
counties was not re-enacted. 


As To The Counties. 


+ As the law stands today Mr. Bryan 
is convinced that it applies to every 
county in the State, except those 
which have local primary lawa of 
their own. The exemption of the 
counties in 1903, he thinks is no long- 
er effective in view of the repeal and 
reenactment of Sections 152 and 153 of 
the law in 1904, their later enactment 
freeing them from 
whioh were in the original law. That 
the two sections referred to, if un- 
hampered by the exemption section, 
apply to the whole State there can 
be no doubt. as the language is plain 
and distinct in specifying both ‘‘city 
and counties. 

It is believed that it would be the 
part of -wisdom for the Democratic 
party-to accept the law as it stands 
and make its nominstions under it. 
More general satisfaction can be given 
in this way, it is contended, than in 
any other, as it means that the people 
will take more interest in making the 
nominations if they know that the 
primaries are protected by Jaw and are 
bound to be fairly conducted.

Enterpriess—One Woman Sane 
on All Subjects Except Water— 
Effects of Modern Life — The 
‘Speed Mania of Automobilists. 


“Insanity,” said Dr. John D. 
Quackenbos, a recognized authority 
on brain diseases and especially on 
abnormal mental 
“implies a brain defect which shows 
itself in discordant language or con- 
duct. The causes of insanity may be 
hereditary taint, or the strain on the 
vrain or nervous system due to grief, 
worry,. disappointed love, fright, 
shock, injuries, excessses, poison, 
drugs or alcohol. Alcohol is said to 
be the most prolific cause of insan- 
Ity, for it causes about 20 per cent. 
of all cases in the insane hospi- 
tals 

“There is much in the life of to- 
day which contributes to Insanity, 
for now the human brain is under- 
goling a strain which it was never in- 
tended that it should meet. Bad air, 
bud food, are large factors. Much of 
the food which we obtain has been 
robbed of its elements by adultera- 
Non. The flat life. the noise, the dust 
in the air, the strain on the eyes from 
electric lights, which finds a refiex 
action on the nervous system—all 
these things make the nervecells un- 
stable and lower the nerve toue. The 
tear and rush of modern life haz so 
increased that in order to meet it 
business man may have to reduce 
their working days to four or five 
a week and seek repose and mental 
refreahment on farms or in other 
quiet places outside the metropolis. 

“Among the symptoms of insanity 
usually given are slowness and difi- 
culty in thought processes, peoniiar 
restlessnegs, ineomnia and fixed de- 
lusions, One.of the most common de- 
lusions iu this age la that of persecu- 
tion, which fills the sufferer from it 
with the {Gea that all the world is 
plotting agaluat him. Another is the 
delusion’ of grandeur, madifest fn 
self-exaltation, in a desire to become 
a. Lorenzo the Magnificént, and an 
wncontrollable tendency for extraya- 
gànt expenditure. Meaningless ex- 
travagance is nearly always aseocia- 
ted with a tendency to insanity. Wi- 
am E. Gladstone furnished am- 
ples of this in his later years when 
ble splendid powers were undergoing 
decay. 

“I happened to be travelling ta the 
same railroad carriage with him only 
a few months before his death and 1 
had an opportunity of observing 
some of those symptoms. He went 
to ‘a store in Edinburgh, I recollect, 
and purchased a hat which he saja 
stilted him so well that he ofdered 
fifty more like it to be sent to his 
hotel. They were sent back by Mrs. 
Giadstone. 

*“Loquacity and continued chatter- 
ing on unimportant subjects, which 
hive po apparent connection, are 
frequently observed in the earlier, 
stages of insanity. 

“Delusions are not confined to the 
Insane, however, for: the. sans. may 
have them as well. The pe bind 
ig stl of sound mind fa able 
ognize that his delusion ts kedi 
while the lunatic lives it. The rl 
tions of his disordered bralá- take 
such possession of him that they | 
gradually shut out all other impres- 
sions which come to him from’ the 
outside world.

position which will be made by the 
Republicans. Some of our most promi- 
nent voters are predicting trouble 
this year the fact that the spirit 
of independence seems to be more 
prunounced than usual. Fault is not 
found with individuals. It is admit- 
ted that as a general thing the 
present office holders are competent 
and{that the various offices as a rule 
are well administered. The trouble 
seoms to be with the system, the fact 
that u few individuals dominate the 
situation too thoroughly, whereby 
the people are deprived of their privi- 
leges in the selection of their candi- 
dates and often serves to perpetuate, 
persons in office whose best service 
to the party would be their refusal 
to serve longer and take a position in 
the ranks with other voters. 


Evils Of indefinite Continuance. 


It is deemed by those who have been 
close observers and have kept in touch 
with past political developments, as 
unsafe and detrimental to the best 
interest and suovess of any party to 
continue for an indefinite period, any 
man or set of men in the control of 
party affairs. 

The vigor, usefulnesa and life of 
any political party may almost always 
be determined by the frequency with 
which the faces of-new men may be 
sean to appear in the politioal arena. 

No party, however strong it may 
seemingly be intrenched, can hope to 
maintain ita effectiveness, and perpet- 
unte its principles by indefinite con- 
tinuanoe in office of the same indivi- 
duals, no matter how acceptable these 
may be fora oertain period. This 
policy does and always will result 
in effectually blighting the hopes and 
ambitions of young men who often 
have ability and always the enthuai- 
asm s0 necessary to a party's progress. 
While these facts are true and cannot 
be controverted, the means. by which 
the will of the people may receive 
that recognition to which they are 
justly entitled are not always easy 
of attainment, and under enisting 
conditiona—when a few men control 
the primaries which nominate the 
oAndidate s — extremely difficult, 
and this hag grown to be so well reo- 
ognized by agreat majority of our 
people, that there may be heard on 
every side well defined expressions of 
opinions looking towards relief from 
this intolerable: condition. The best 
remedy that hasas yet been offered 
and one that meets with the approval 
of all who are not looking for per- 
sonal aggrandizement is the Crawford 
County plan of making nominations 
and its incorporation into our politi- 
cal system.

Bryan On The Presidency. 


Richmond, Va., June B. — In an in - 
tor vlew last night, William. J. Bryan 
declared that the matter of section 
shonld no longer be a bar to a man's 
nomination to the presidency by the 
Democratic party. He explained why 
he could not regard President Ronse: 
velt as a Democrat and said that un- 
der certain conditions he (Bryan) 
would be a candidate for the nomi- 
nation, That is, if the party should 
demand it, and if he considered it 
for the good of the party. y 

Regarding his candidacy Mr. Bryan 
said; ‘* ‘have not felt it was time to 
decide that. The only condition upon 
whfch I would consider the question of 
candidacy would be whether I could 
advance the cause of demooracy by 
being a candidate. No. man's ambi- 
tin should be considered on any other 
condition. ” ' 

Mr. Bryan declared that President 
Roosevelt was neither wholly a Dem- 
orat nor wholly a Republican. He 
ia not consistently Democratic or 
consistently Republican, he de- 
olared. On the matter of a two cent 
rate Mr. Bryan was outspoken, de- 
olaring that he was the first to ad- 
vance the idea that interstate rates 
should not be more than the total of 
the various State rates. 

As to government ownership he 
said in his opinion it would find an 
ultimate solution in the railways be- 
ing owned by the government, but 
he added that it was not an imme- 
diate issue. y 

Speaking of the next Democratic 
nominee for the Presidency Mr. Bry- 
an said that the section in which a 
candidate resided no longer played 
any part; that it was simply a ques- 
tion of finding a man to fit the plat- 
form.

most durable, and I especially recom- 
mend the pavingzof Humphreys mili 
dam. I desire to commend you for 
the manner you have handled the 
business and of improving our 
streets. I think yonr action and man- 
ifested interest has met the approval 
of our oltisens.“ 

The general condition of our streets 
has been fair, out would suggest that 
it is economy from every standpoint 
to keep the streets in. good repair, as 
it isnot only miore sanitary but speaks 
well for the corporation. I desire to 
onll your special attention to the 
necessity of repairing our sidewalks, 
end of laying new sidewalks where 
needed. A city is judged by the 
character of its sidewalke as much as 
its streets, and while we are improv- 
ing streets let the sidewalks in the 
resident portions of our city be re- 
paired and relayed.

The best material is made into 
plushes, serges, rugs, shawls, braids, 
yarns, poplins, - brilliantines and 
many other fabrics. Low grade and 
short fleeces are used for carriage 
robes, horse blankets and the like. 
The coarse growth, a foot long, of 
old buoks and wethers la used for 
dolls’ hair and for gray Wigs, for 
which purpose it sometimes com- 
mands as much as 76, cents a pound. 
Other uncommon uses to which mo- 
hair has been put are in the manu- 
facture of imitation furs and laces 
even ostrich feather. The best mohair 
plushes are almost indescructible, 
some being practically aš good as new 
after having been in constant use as 


` |} upholstery on certain railway cars in 


this country for nearly a quarter of a 
century. Mohair mixes best with 
soft wool, in combination with which 
it ig. used to make velvets, fringes, 
tassels, trimmings, linings, cloak- 
ings, bindings and hosiery. It is also 
employed to lend luster to many 
other fabrics. 

There is 3 considerable trade in 
the skins of Angora goats, both 
dried and dry-salted. Other goats 
are valuable mainly for their skins, 
from which many kinds of leather 
are made, and the tanned hide of the 
Angora was the original Turkish mo- 
rocco of commerce. Most Angora 
goatskins come from Turkey, and 
sell here at the rate of $1.50 for 
those of 10 pounds weight. Cape 
skins bring from $1 to $1.50 each, 
and those of domestic kids and large 
goats from 35 cents to $2, respect- 
ively. 

The meat of the young Angora 
wether la said to be delicious, It has 
a yenison flavor, and is not strong 


and oily like the flesh of most goats. | 


A New Mexico breeder says that he 
had it on his table, off and on, the 
year round, and preferred it to the 
best Southdown mutton, It is al- 
ready coming into demand among 
the epicures of the great cities. The 
man from New Mexico said that al- 
though common goat has been called 
the “poor man's cow,“ his uncom- 
mon ones were bad milkers and their 
butter was indifferent. Contrary to 
his experience of the milking quali- 
tles pf the Angora goat is that of the 
South Carolinian who wrote: “In a 
cross I have made with a pure An- 
gora buck and a Maltese ewe I have 
raised a doe that will give four 
quarts a day of as good milk as any 
cow on my plantation. The feed of 
one of my cows will keep twelve 
goats.” 


Adjustable Sow Loading Chute. 

This chute ls made of two two inch 
hardwood planks, ten inches wide 
fourteen feet long. If desired rear 
plank can be used and cross boards 
nailed on as shown in the illustra- 
tion. The sides are made of narrow

strips, as illustrated. In any par- 


ticular house, however, I have only 


one side on this chute. It is set 
against and sideways to a wire fence 
which serves as one side of the 
chute. Where there is no wire fence 
it will be necessary to bulld it after 
the manner shown in the atcompany- 
ing illustration. 

The upper end of this loading 
chute la supported on a ‘cross piece 
inserted between two posts. These 
pieces are moveable so that thé 
chute can be raised high enough so 
as to load a hog into a high wagon, 
or it may be put down to the lower 
handle so that it will be the height 
of a sleigh box. 

If desired to load a hog upon a 
stone boat or flat boat all that wil! 
be necessary ls to raise the chute up 
to the opening 
ports, removing the lower slat and 
drive the hog Into the ‘chute. 


Farming as a Business. 

The business of farming is one 
that requires good sense and judg- 
ment ‘and the closest attention to 
meake a fair return for our labor. and 
this fact farmers aree beginning to 
understand as they nevér before have 
done. The man who keeps a herd of 
cows, and fails to know at the end of 
the year whether they have brought 
him in a fair return for their keép 
and his labor, or js pretty sure that 
they haye not done so, usually will 
spell failure In large letters, sooner 
or later. And yet there is no branch 
of farming that pays better than 
@airying under favorable conditions 
and wise management, and, strange 
to say, none that is usually conduct- 
od in so slipshod a manner. 


Exercising the Young Horse. 

Without exercise, It is impossible 
for the muscles of the young horses 
to develop, hence, the necessity of a 
good-sized field for them to run in. 
If you would have horses to endur- 
ance, give the colts a chance to de 
pee their muscles.

That is ts the ae of writing ad- ve 
vertisements. It has made this city 
its principal headquarters and the 
result is that half or three quarters 
of the advertising done throughout 
the United States is undertaken in 
New York, says the New York Sun. 

There ere 136 advertising agencies 
of all sizes in the city. They employ 
about 600 artists and 1,000 copy 
writers. The largest of these agen- 
cles have staffs numbering from ten 
to fifteen writers and from four to 
ten artists. 

The most successful advertising 
ugencles are those which place the 
advertisements in newspapers, Maga- 
Ines and trade papers throughout 
the country. The greatest ot these 
places annually about $2,000,000 
worth of business. Such concerns en- 
joy profits in excess of advertising 
firms devoted only to preparing ad- 
vertisements ‘and giving advice to 
manufacturers. 

If a manufacturer in Kansas City, 
tay, has a new plano or a new soap 
to put upon the market he gets into 
communication with New York. He 
knows that it his product is to have 
the sale he hopes the advertising to 
make it sell must be written by a 
New York copy wilter. In the West, 
which is any place the other side of 
Buffalo, the word advertising“ has 
come to be synonymous with New 
York.

When a young man, or an old one, 
for that matter, develops any sort of 
ability as a writer of advertising he 
comes to New York, because here he 
can sell his talents at the highest 
market price, The same thing is true 
of 25

Managers in this business receive 
from $200 to $400 a week. They 
are the men who have complete 
charge of campaigns for the untu- 
tored advertiser and each ot them 
holds his job by virtue of past 
achievements. In many instatoes 
these men own their agencies and

arled managers.

Sugar in Apple Juice. 


The juice.of ripe apples varies in 
sugar from seven to fifteen per cent. 
with an average around eleven per 
cent. Summer apples are lowest in 
sugar, fall apples next and winter ap- 
ples highest. Green apples contain 
little sugar and over-ripe apples con- 
taln lees sugar than ripe apples. Oon- 
trary to the usual belief, sweet ap- 
ples are usually no richer in sugar 
than sour apples. The sweet flavor is 
caused by the absence of malic acid. 
The best keepers are the punks like 
the Ben Davis although apples of 
more solid gravity like the Winesaps 
and the Pearmains keep very well. 
They contain quite as much sugar as 
any of the winter sorts and can be 
weed for cider making. 


Winter Care of Fruit Trees. 


To be most successful in laying 
down peach trees for winter the 
work must begin on trees the first 
year they are set in the orchard. At- 
ter the leaves have fallen, a circle of 
@arth about four feet in diameter 
ghould be removed from around each 
tree. Water is then turned in and 
the tree worked back and forth on its 
hinge until the roots are loosened 
when the tree will bend to the 
§round in the direction of least re- 
sistance. The branches are then tied 
together and the tree is covered with 
Durlap held in place with earth. A 
Nght layer of earth is finally thrown 
over the tree. It is diMcult to han- 
âle old trees in this manner that 
have never been laid down and uan- 
ally it will not pay to try.

It 
is a long road from bondage to lib- 
erty in the physical moral and intel- 
lectual world. The path ef the 
emancipated Isrealites led them 
to the sea. the wilderness, the river. 
before they entered the Promised 
Land. They came out an undisci- 
plired mob, and it required 4@ years 
of the most painstaking care to edu- 
cate them, unify them, discipline 
them, organize them into a nation of 
freemen. Not even the Almighty 
could suddenly endow those 3,000,- 
000 Hebrews with the benefits and 
capabilities pf citizenship. 

The most of the failures ef life 
are due to the tmability of men to 
hoid on. They start well, but they 
cannot persevere. The world is full 
ef “quitters,” people who lack the 
abĦity to stick to anything long 
enough’ to make a success of it: 
They are jacks at all trades, but geod 
for nothing at any one. They are al- 
ways looking for other irons to put 
in the fire, but use none of them. 

Herein is the explanation of one 
ef the mysteries of life. There are 
those who assert that salvation is 
instantaneous. They sey that ne

The tact js both these statements 
are trué. Emancipation is an act, 
the resulte are a process. The Is 
raelites marched out of Bgvpt on 
the night of the Passover, forever 
free, but they wandered in the wild- 
erness for 40 years thereafter. The 
emancipation of the black man took 
place Jan. 1, 1863, but he has not 
yet come into full appreclatlon ot 
his liberty. The Hebrews thought 
they were done with Egypt but be- 
fore thelr song of deliverance was 
ended they heard the rumbling 
chariot wheels of the pursuing army. 
Their old enemy was not yet dead. 

The man who expects that by some 
unaccountable process he will be 
transformed into another man makes 
a great mistake. No one can expect to 
escape from old habits, old appetites, 
old enemies, old associations, old ty- 
rannies by turning over a new leaf 
Pharaoh does not surrender so easily. 
Peter was an apostle and a thor- 
oughly changed man from what he 
once was as a Gallleean fisherman, 
but under mighty provocation he 
apsed transiently into his early pro- 
fanity. The fact is, he had escaped 
out of the land of bondage, but his 
old time master once more cracked 
his. whip over Peter's head. A man 
cannot strip off his past like a gar- 
ment and throw it from him and 
walk henceforth as though he bad 
never worn it. There will come mo- 
ments in his after life when his new 
clothes will sit on him like a misfit 
sult. 

These are the hours when the 
scoffer is about.

Proves a Profitable Source of Rev- 
enue in Germany. 


A recent Consular report says that 
in the province of Hanover, Ger- 
many, are ‘1,976 miles of highway 
along which the authorities planted 
fruit trees, chiefly apple and cherry, 
pear and plum, where conditions 
seemed favorable to these. 

It appears that the gross provin- 
clal income from these trees has 
averaged 12,61 cents per annum per 
tree, or $22,495 in all; but in re- 
cent years it has often been nearly 
$40,000 a year. Of this, 50 per 
cent. was left after payment of the 
cost of maintenance. A 

Of these fruit trees, there are 
175.794, which would cover 22,000 
acres, if they had been set 80 feet 
apart. Most of the stock planted 
was from the provincial nursery at 
Lohne, and from smaller provincial 
nurseries, or from those owned by 
local districts; but as these could not 
supply enough trees, some were 
bought from private growers. In 
1895 the province bought an estate 
of 403 acres on which to 
grow nursery stock for the high- 
ways, 

The highway fruit growing has 
been in operation about a hundred 
years, and some of the trees became 
too old to be profitable, thérefore 
young ones were put in their placea 
during the last decade, a fact which, 
United States Consul Jay White re- 
poms, made the tncome from high- 
way fruit less than it would have 
been. A considerable part of these 
highways has been constructed since 
1870, and on them the fruit trees 
are not yet fully productive and 
profitable. 

Besides the money profit of 50 
per cent. per annum they give, and 
the charm which these trees lena to 
the landscape, they are to be made 
to benefit the people further by giv- 
ing object lessons in ways for treat- 
ing such trees, as weil as evidence as 
to the merits of the several varieties 
and conditions under which tiey 
may be made to yield the best re- 
sults 

Moreover, such trees beside the 
roads give grateful shade, keep the 
roudbeds comparatively free from 
dust, check the washing of soil into 
the ditches by rain and snow, em- 
ploy many persons to care for them, 
and arouse in others interest in the 
growing of fruit, and thus lead to 
an increase in this profitable occu- 
pation

Farm Transit for Leveling. 

The illustration shows a home 
made level that will answer the pur-

be obsolete. A middle weight“ navy 
will be simply a waste of money. 


YOUNG IDEA AND THE RIFLE, 


Sarcasms are widely heard at the 
expense of President Roosevelt's 
proposition to maintain shooting 
galleries in the public schools. Jokes 
on this literal teaching the young 
idea to shoot“ and sketches of the 
trained scholars shooting each other 
up lu lieu of mutually breaking their 
limba at football have been abun- 
dant anent that proposition. 

Yet a people trained in markmans 
ship have in the history of the world 
appeared as a signal defense of na- 
tions without. standing armies 
against the conquest of military em- 
pires. The archers of Crecy and the 
rifemen at New Orleans are historic 
‘examples of the truth that a nation 
of marksmen cannot be conquered 
except by overwhelming odds. Had 
the Boers been more than a mere 
fraction of the population arrayed 
aguinst them they would have been 
independent still. If the patriotic 
part of our nation would keep up the 
skill with the rifle attained by its 
pioneer ancestry the force that could 
readily be called out to repel attack 
would be overwhelming.—Pittsburg 
Despatch.

ALFALFA VERSUS WILD HAY. 


| Experimenta Prove Alfalfa Is a Bet 


ter Milk Producer. 


The experiment station of Ne- 
braska has been conducting an in- 
| teresting series of experiments with 
dairy cows. After they had been on 
dry feed for eight weeks and were 
in a normal feeding condition, 
twelve were selected and divided 
into two lots. In making the divi- 
|sion, care was taken to have each 
lot about equal as to production of 
milk and butter fat. Lot one was 
put on a ration of alfalfa hay and lot 
two on wild hay. Besides all the hay 
they would eat up clean, each lot 
recetved sixteen pounds of beets 
daily and a small grain ration. One 
lot was fed alfalfa, and the other 
wild hay for six weeks and then 
changed about, lot one getting wild 
hay and lot two alfalfa for another 
‚period of six weeks. 

During the first period the lot fed 
on alfalfa produced 120.11 pounds 
of milk more than the lot fed on wild 
hay. In the second period there was 
a difference of 20.14 pounds in favor 
of the alfalfa. Lot one, when fed on 
alfalfa during the first six weeks. 
produced--§ 982.40 pounds of milk 
and during the second period, when 
fed on wild hay, produced 4,760.20. 
Lot two, during the first period 
when fed on wild hay, produced 4,- 
962.29 pounds and during the sec- 
ond period, when fed on alfalfa, 
4,780.34 pounds. The decrease of 
milk and butter production in the 
second six weeks of the test was 
largely due to the natural shrinkage 
from advance in lactation, but it will 
be noticed that the shrinkage was 
greater when wild hay was fed. 

When lot two was changed from 


wild hay to alfalfa in the starting of | 


the second six weeks, they were at a 
disadvantage, having been reduced 
in the first six weeks test. It is 
therefore safe to assume that alfalfa 
gave even better results than is 
sbown in the figures. The quality of 
both alfalfa and wild hay was of the 
best. The animals Jn both lots had 
free access to water and salt during 
the experiment. It required a little 
more wild hay than alfalfa hay. This 
was due to the larger per cent. of 
waste In the former. In live weight 
the animals changed but slightly, 
showing a little increase when on al- 
| falfa. It is evident from the results 
| of the experiment that normally 
cured alfalfa hay is more conducive 
to milk and butter production than 
wild hay.—Fleld and Farm. 


Pattern for Milling Bench.

Bitterness in Milk. 
Ritterness of milk may be due to 
a peculiarity that sometimes occurs 
toward the close of the milking pe- 
riod, particularly, so in the winter 
time on dry feed. Occastonally cows 
under such conditions give milk of

a peculiarly bitter flavor, for which 
no cause. or remedy can be assigned. 
In regard to the trouble in churning, 
the difficulty probably comes from 
the # uall size and hardness of the 
fat globules, together with an in- 
creased viscosity of the milk. Great- 
er care should be taken in ripening 
the cream, and pains should be 
taken to secure a sharp development 
of lactic acid in a reasonable time. 
The cream should be kept at a unl- 
form tempernture as near fifty de- 
grees as possible until enough is 
secured for a churning. It should 
then be warmed up to about seven- 
ty-five, or in extreme cases eighty 
degrees and kept ans nearly as possi- 
ble at that temperature until it is 
sharply acid which should be fn 
about twenty-four hours, — Field 
and Farm.

Bake in broad, 
shallow pans, cut into squares and 
frost, decorating the top of each 
square with three hickory nut meats. 


New Way to Bake ‘Potatoes, 

Take off the rear covers of your 
range and place the potatoes in the 
space on top of the oven and replace 
the covers. It is well to turn them 
when about half done; the drafts 
of the stove may be left closed, and 
in an hour or less the potatoes are 
evenly baked.

Cod Liver Oil As a Food, 

Nine persons out of every ten think 
of cod liver oll as a medicine. Since 
it is so regarded it has to share the 
odium of all medicines, 

Few people use it unless it is pre- 
scribed by á pbysiclan. Now, cod 
liver oll is a medicine in the sense 
that it is wonderfully effective in the 
treatment of many diseases. But it 
is not a medicine in the popularly 
accepted meaning of the term. That 
is, it is not á drug. Cod liver oll 
is primarily a food. Perhaps the 
most accurate way to describe It 
would be to call it a medicinal food. 

The fact that nothing else equals | 
it as a producer of strength in the 
body suggests almost unlimited pos- 
sibilities of use in the diet. Where- 
as now cod liver oll is rarely taken 
except as a medicine, it could be 
used universally as a food with 
most gratifying results. 

It la a curious thing that the ele- 
ments of cod liver oll have been 
combined by nature in the making 
of that oll a skill which surpasses) 
all human chemistry. or even human 
knowledge. It is an astonishing 
fact that cod liver oll is so complex 
that, in spite of the most painstaking 
analysis and diligent investigation, 
no man has yet been able to dis- 
cover any of the elements which

Plants raised lun window boxes 
early In the spring sometimes rot off 
at the ground and fall over. This la 
called damping off and is caused by 
a web-like fungus which grows on 
the surface of the soll, envelopes the 
little stems. and causes them to 
slump off. To avold this sprinkle 
dust of sulphur or bituminous coal 
over the ground after sowing the 
seeds, or dust the surface with flour 
of sulphur und give the ‘plants plenty 
of alr and light but do not set them 
In a cold draught. Cabbage and 
tomato plants as well as those of 
balzams. pansies and other seedling 
flowers are likely to damp off, es- 


pecially in damp cloudy weather. 


The direct rays of the sun, when not 
too hot, are always beneficia] to 
young seedling plants, 


Lect Topa as Fertilizer. 

Beet tops make good fertilizer for 
any crop. The leaves and crowns of 
the beets are richer {n mineral salts 
than any other part of the plunt 


und are worth more as fertilizer. 


Since they contain quite a large per- 
centage of mineral salts they would 
be apt to do as much good on funds 
land as on clay, yet they would be 


a good dressing for either kind of 
land.

Wahington, June 27.—In the opin- 
ion of many high administration 
officials the Sherman anti-trust law 
bas proved a flat failure so far as 
breakiug up illegal combination and 
keeping downjprices are concerned. 
New laws with more teeth in them are 
needed if the trusts are to be kept in 
cheok and the cost ot living restriot- 
ed to reasonable bounda. 

During the last five years every 
month has bronght newspaper stories 
of some phase of Federal proceedings 
against trusts. lencia — 

as been a sort of motto adopted by 
the Administration. Just now off 
cial information is being given out 
almost daily about the preparations 
to attack several more great trusts. 
In the list marked for attack are the 
Tobacco Trust, the Harvester Trust, 
the Lumber Trust, the Hard Coal 
Trust and the Powder Trust. 


What Has Been Accomplished? 


The most cursory examination of 
the fact reveals that the Government 
has been industrious in conducting 
investigations and in bringing pro- 
ceedings under the Sherman anti trust 
law. Asto what has actually been 
accomplished that is of genuine bene- 
fit to any considerable number of 
citizena of the country is a question 
about whioh there is disagreement.

Movement On Foot To Bridge Lake 
Humphreys. 


The announcement that the New 
York, Philadelphia and Norfolk Rail 
road Company is contemplating ex- 
tensive improvements to its property 
across the Humphreys mill pond 
has been met with general approval 
by the citizens of Salisbury, particu- 
larly by those who are interested in 
shipping and receiving consignments 
of goods, and those who are constant 
travellers on the railroad.

Oicero told us long ago that we}, 


should eat to live, not live to eat, 
and Piof. Gautier, of Paris amplifica 
that wise pronouncement in the course 
of a very interesting article oa How 
We Ought to Eat.“ The professor is 
the sworn enemy of all culinary arti- 
ficea the object of which is to stimu- 
late the taste, excite the appetite and 


‘}{aduce a man to eat without hunger 


and drink without thirst. 

These, he says. are prejudicial to 
the maintenance of health. When one 
has an appetite for plain bread, veg- 
eatables or meat unmodified by any 
seasoning, then and then only can one 
be said to be really hungry. An- 
other paternal recommendation which 
the professor makes is the old advice 
of nur grandmothers. that we should 
always leave the table with a slight 
sensation of hunger not entirely ap- 
peased, ` 

It, appears that we lose every day 
from eigty-five to 100 grams of album- 
inoids, corresponding to 420 er 2680 
grams of muscular flesh or analogous 
tissue. An inhabitant of Paria, for 
instance, recuperates on the average 
to the extent of 102 or 103 grams a 
day. & 
As a guide to what we should eat 
the professor tells us that the best meat 
is that of aninrals fattened on pasture 
land — beef and mutton. Then comes 
poultry and pork red on products of 
a vegetable origin, whether grain or 
herbaceous. i 

One should alwaya avoid the flesh 
of animals fattened to excess on mus- 
cular flesh and also. to a certain ex- 
tent, that of animals which fre too 
young. Veal is not good for either 
gouty or arthritic people. It is nat 
recummended for people with fragile, 
irritable, eruptive akin. 

Fish, excellent in itself when it 
ia quite fresh, is easy to digest but it 
is not suitable. to eczematous persons 
or those woo have any other skin dis- 
ease. Black meats of game cxoite the 
kidneys, predispose to gravel, to hepa- 
tic congestions and to arterio-aclerosie. 
One may live absolutely without 
mont; one cannot do without vegetable 
ailments. 

Prof. Gautier deprecates all exag- 
erations and sums up as follows: Boil 
your drinking water when an epidem- 
ic is ragings boil milk, cook beef 
steak sufficiently and sleep peaceful- 
ly. A cap of light and savory smell- 
in bouillon, a slice of roast beef prop- 
erly cooked, a small glass of Bordean 
and even of Burgundy never killed 
anyone. | 

Eat with regularity and in accord · 
anoe with the demands of hunger such 
dishes as-have always been regarded 
as innocuous and remember that, as a 
rule, it is neither meats nor bouillon 
nor wine nor spices nor coffee which 
poisons us, but their abuse. —Sel. 


Old Boats The Best. 


Marblehead, Mass.—The result of 
the first day's trials for the selection 


of three yachts to represent this conn- 
try in German and Spain this season 


apparently show that American de- 
signers, builders and skippers have 
made very little progress in improving 
the so called Sonder type of boats 
and that the challengers for the Ger- 
man Emperor’s cup this year may be 
less speedy than were the defenders 
of the Roosevelt coup last fall. 

In the three races held by the East- 
ern Lacht Club two of last year's 
boats were pitted against five yachts 
built this year. The old boats won 
all three races. 


The Spokane I, owned by Vice 
Commodore F. Lewis Olark, which 
reached the semifinals last year, took 
both the windward and leoward races 
while the Sally VIII, one of the fret 
to be rejected a year ago, won the 
third event over a triangular course. 

Of the new boats the Chewing VIII 
averaged the best, with the Marble- 
head a close second. But the Maria, 
Corinthian and Spokane II, also new 
were well astern at the finishes. 

The sailing conditions were hardly 
satisfactory to the committee of se- 
lection, who desired to see the yachta 
in a jump of a sea and the generally 
sousing weather, such as what was 
said to prevail at Kiel, where the 
races against the Germans will be 
sailed. Typical Marble..ead weather 
and seas, however, obtained, with 
light streaky airs and a small long 
roll. 

The yachts were first sent overa 
course of three miles to windward 
and return, and the Spokane I, after 
nosing her way out of the fleet, shook 
off one after another and won bya 
minute and 15 seconds. 

The committee immediately sent 
tke yachts over a triaukular course of 
six miles and in thie race. the Sally 
VIII, by holding inshore, established 
a short lead, which she managed to 
bold to the finish. 

The third race was sailed in a live- 
lier breeze and proved to be a sharp 
duel between the Spokane I aud Sally 
VUL The former held the leg on 
the run down the wind and won by 
seconds, a

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COUNTRY VS. CITY PASTORATERS

Almost the entire press of the 
country has lately been discussing 
the question of minister’s salaries, 
The agitation was precipitated by 
the official report emanating from 
tha Vermont conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, that in that 
State, of their 124 pastors- only 
scovon recelved a salary of- over 
$ ,000, while 48 were paid tess than 
$500. What is true ot the Metho- 
dist church is doubtless true, on the 
average, of other denominations, 
and much newspaper ink has: been 
shed in sympathetic condolence. - 

Yet why should it be thought so 
remarkable? There are various 
reasons for this state of things and 
they need to be stated. Ons of the 
reasons is the desperate attempt that 
8 being made in many country towns 

to support three or four preachers 
where one man could eover the 
whole field, Another, is the holding 
on for dear life to an interest that 
has long since run out through the 
moving away of the former support- 
era of the church. The constitu- 
ency is gone never tc return, but a 
feeble handful of the faithful save, 
and scrimp and perish together 
rather than let a denominational 
name go out of existence, where the 
spirit has long since departed. 

But perhaps the chief reason for 
this meager support is to be found 
in the men themselves. The time 
has gone by when intelligent people 
will support preachers who are not 
as well educated as the young grad- 
uates of the high schools in the par- 
ish,.men who must perforce be mov. 
ed about from one charge to another 
aanually, because they are afflicted 
with the dryrot of inactivity, whose 
sermons smell of the mould of the 
darrel, and who hold their positions 
largely because of the boosting of 
their superiors, who act on the prin- 
ciple that any kind-of a preacher 
is better than none. Because there 
is nothing against the moral char- 
acter of a man is no sign that he is 
qualified to be a legate of the skies. 

Character is an essential element 
in the composition of a clergyman but 
it is by no means the only qualifica- 
tion. Other things are necessary, 
and it la sadly true that many a 
first-class cobbler has been spoiled 
to make a fifth-class preacher. We 
have not yet entirely outlived the 
ancient superstition that if a boy 
never upsets things nor has to be 
chastised, is found behind the stove 
reading the catechism while his 
brothers are snowballing, never kicks 
the cat, nor ties his playmate’s shirt 
with hard knots while the aforesaid 
is in swimming, is foreordained to be 
a preacher of the gospel. 

But there is another side to this 
question that has not been touched. 
The ealary quoted as being received 
by a large class of the clergy refers 
to the money actually paid to them 
by the official boards, and takes no 
account. of the -perquisiiem % the pra 

ession, which in many places is no 

small item in the support of the 
clergyman’s family, The country 
pastor with his apparently insigni- 
ficant salary is often better fixed 
financially than his brother clergy- 
man who occupies a city pulpit, on 
account of the generosity of the 
people among whom he lives, people 
who share their delicacies with the 
pastor’s family, and are constantly 
on the lookout to see that their lar- 
der is supplied. When the steward 
killa a pig the preacher gets a spare. 
rib; when Aunt Martha has a partic- 
ularly fine churning a big sample 
finds its way to the preacher's tea 
table. If the minister koeps a horse 
and a cow, as he usually does.—very 
often the gift of some kind friend 
or society,—the members either turn 
to and help him do his haying, or 
furnish it to him for coming after it, 
free of charge, and he has a stand- 
ing invitation always to put a bag in 
Ae s bugsy tee he visiting the 

farmert, which bag he finds myster- 
lously full of oats when he gets 
ready to return. He gets his hause 
rent free in a great many cases, and 
parsonages are more and more be- 
ing supplied by the churches with 


many of the housekeeping necessities. | 


In many cases the clergyman serves 
on the school board and thus gets 
a little fund on the side, Besides a 
popular clergyman is always in de- 
mand for weddings and funerals, the 
former invariably being the source 
of a fee which in the course of the 
year amounts to a neat little sum, 
and the latter service not unfrequent- 
ly resulting in a fee, especially in 
the case of deaths outside the parish. 

This view of the situation, which 
is undoubtedly the true one, puts 
a different phase on the privations 
of the ministry. Indeed so true ig it 
that many a country preacher with a 
amall salary looks with no envious 
eyo upon the fat salary of the city 
pastor, but prefers te spend his days

She May Do Much to Make Herself i 
Charming in Dress and Manner 
Should Not Resort to Artifices to | 
Disguise Age. 


Our Buropean critics are fond of 
saying that American society Jz | 
dominated entirely by the young 
person. This used to be pretty 
nearly true, but it is true nu longer. 
On the contrary, it may be claimed, | 
and unanswerable arguments ad- | 
vanced to prove it, that the womar | 
of fifty holds the controlling social | 
hand in most American communities, | 

Probably no one who has not | 
atudied the work of the women’s | 
clubs and patriotic and philan- 
thropic societies has any idea of the 
extent to which they have increased 
the capacity and the happinesa of the 
middle-aged woman. One of Wil- 
liam Morris’ most striking lines is 
this: 

The happy are the masters of tho 
earth. 

In China, the older a woman he- 
comes the happler she is. The same 
thing is gradually becoming true, 
as it ought to be, in this country. 
And when, you become happy, you 
become powerful. 

The woman of fifty among us 
might as well appreciate the fact; 
Bhe is now a chief factor in the 
higher civilization, and it behooves 
her to seize her scepter and make 
the most of her position. 

To this end, let her beware of tho 
ways of the kitten. They may do 
for the maiden of seventeen, but 
they become ridiculous whtn mated 
with gray hairs. Cooing and frisk- 
ing and giggling are not for the wo- 
man of fifty, except in the retirement 
of her own home. Even if she bo 
incurably light-minded, she must 
learn when in public to express her 
frivolity in a staid way. or be in- 
sufferable. As the Duke of York 
said of himself in the play, she must 
have “not a thought but things on 
dignity.” 

It has been fashionable during 
late years for elderly women to wear 
delicate pinks, blues und lavenders. 
und even rather violent shades of 
these colors, which is all very well 
for the handsome ones but re- 
member that these light tints make 
ohe very couspicuous. You cannot 
usually bear them, unless vou are 
good looking. 

The woman of fifty, if she amounts 
to anything at all, will probably have 
a few wrinkles. By cultivating em- 
bonpoint she can escape them, But, 
since slenderness and delicacy of fig- 
ure are fashionable, the face must 
share in this general meagerness— 
and the thin face is bound to wrinkle 
by the time the late forties are 
reached. 

Gray hair comes with wrinkles. 
Fortunately, the old-time bair-dye 
has largely disappeared among de- 
cent people. Gray hair is often a 
disadvantage to those who work for 


a living—but, for others it may be 


desirable. 

Women who try hard to rub out 
their wrinkles and color thelr hulr 
forget this sound- rule. Appropri- 
ateness and consistency are great—- 
perhaps the greatest—considerations 
to keep in mind in matters of this 
kind. Wrinkles and gray halir and 
certain unmistakable angles, and pe- 
culiarities of figure go with ddvanc- 
ing years. ‘A sense of offensive ar- 
tifictality marks any case in which 
the usual accompaniments of par- 

cular times of life are wanting. 
There are, as it were, anachronisms. 
The qualities do not compare,“ and 
the artistic eye is shocked, 

It is well enough for the woman of 
fifty to use a certain amount. of 
“cerate’’ on her face (though it is 
probably useless and will only make 
it downy); to be careful when she 
sleeps, that the flesh of ber cheek 
is pulled up, and not down; to take 
massage and ‘‘physical culture,” and 
especially to devole attention to the 
niceties of dress, being careful not 
to overdo it. But dhe must remem- 
ber that she has reached “a certain 
age — and, however she may de- 
plure the fact and determine to con- 
ceal it, it win not. 

There is something contemptible 
in trying to hide one’s age—uniess, 
perhaps, one's living depends upon 
it. In most. instances, all such 
efforts are useleas, There are vague. 
but sure, indications, which, to the 
observing eye, number your years, O 
woman!—and the most undignified 
thing which you can do is to try to 
deceive the matter. 

In short, the main effort should 
be, let us say, to make one’s appear- 
ance a symphony, as it were, of 
which one’s age is the keynote and 
of which the details are lost in the 
beauty and distinction of the 
whole. It is the Only way in which 
one may, to use the pleasant old 
phrase, “grow old gracefully."—Bos- 
ton Post. a

LEGHORNS AND MONGRELS. 


Experiments Prove It Pays to Buy 
Standard Quality. 


Following are deductions from 
testa carried on by the West Virginia 
Experiment Station: 

Fifty White. Leghorns were com- 
pared with fifty mongrelg for one 
year as to cost of food and egg pro- 
duction, ordinary care and attention 


| being given them such as they would 


receive on the average farm. 

In addition to skim milk used to 
moisten the mash the Leghorns con- 
sumed 61 pounds of food costing 
85.3 cents, and the mongrels con- 
sumed 66.8 pounds of the same ma- 
torlals costing 92.1 cents. 

During the year the Leghorns laid 
116.5 eggs worth $2,25 per hen, and 
the mongrels 96.1 eggs worth 61.78 
per hen. 

The Leghorns gave a profit over 
the cost of food of $1.39 and the 
mongrels a profit of 86 cents. 

The mongrels gained in weight 
one pdund per head more than the 
Leghorns., If this increase in weight 
ts taken Into consideration then the 
Leghotns gave a profit of 40 cents 
per heh more than the mongrels, 

The highest prices for fresh eggs 
usually prevail during the months of 
November, December, January and 
Webruary. During these four months 
the mongrels laid only 364 eggs and 
tho Leghorns 1,029, or practically 
chree times as many. 


For Catarrhal Roup. 


A good remedy for catarrhal roup 
consists of one teaspoonful of castor 
vii; half as much each of turpentine, 
coat off and spirits of camphor, to 
which may be added six or eight 
dro,8 of carbolic acid. Thie mixture 
may be kept in au ordinary bicycle 
can and injected—a drop or two ata 
time-——three times dally into each 
nostril, and for a bunged eye or 
swelled held, rub the affected parts 
with the mixture. For bronchitis or 
pnewmonia-wheezing roup the fol- 
“lowing formula will be found good: 
Two tablespoonsful of lard; one ta- 
blespoonful each of vinegar, mustard 
cayenne, pepper, and sufficient flour 
to make a stiff dough. Mix and roll 
the dough into pellets the size of a 
bullet and give one pellet morning, 
noon and night.

There is a halrdresser- in Nev | 
York who is busy every day of tue 
year making natural blondes. 39 
arduous are her duties and s. lu de- 
mand is her time that she works 
‘every hour of the day and a grext 
many hours of the night. 

She treats the hair by natural de- 
vices so that it grows lighter witii- 
out losing any of its natural quall- 
ties. 

Scientists say that in a little while | 
there will be no blondes at all, and 
hairdressers agree with them. Hel- 
pins may be necessary to wonuu, vel | 
they are unquestionably ruining | 


| the hair, says this hairdress-r. i 


“The second source of iujury to | 
the hair is found in the ornaments. | 
that are stuck into it. Great iaucy. 
combs with wide, wicked teet are | 
prodded into the coiffure, Immeusse 
bows of ribbon are pinned on, leav- 
ing an ugly mark upon the scalp. 

“Then pins are thrust into the, 
hair and there are other trifles such 
as wreaths of silvered flowers, 
braided ribbons and ‘jetted txings, | 
with their tendency to tear the huir, 
to say nothing of the nerve rack- 
ing heavy tlara. 


“Trouble tightens the scalp and | 
injures the hair. Fear draws the | 
scalp so tight that the hair fairly 
drops out. 

“Among poor women the hair 
keeps its color much longer than 
among the rich. A poor Wowas | 
does not twist her hair so tightly, | 
nor does she put so many hairpins ! 
into it. | 

“She seldom ties it with a string 
next to the scalp, and it is not once 
in a thousand times that she wears 
a hair ornament. The results are 
obvious. Notice the heavy hair of 
the working woman. | 

“It is all because the hair is 
treated in a gentle manner. Neg- 
lected it may be, but its, color 13 
there. It has not been rasped by 
fancy pins and weighted by count- 
less ornaments. 

“I use henna tea a great deal 
upon the heads of those with whom |. 
it will agree but all of these things 
must be taken slowly and with mod- 
eration. 

No one wash agrees with every 
hair. In most cases it acts all 
nNgit, but it turns an occasional wo- 
man into a blonde too pronounced 
for beauty.

It must de done very 
gently. í 

“We treat complexions, too.
